Staehle, the King of Cachet Artists of the last year. 





French Cancellation On 
United States Stamp 





This war is producing more un- 
usual covers than have ever be- 
fore been known to come as a re- 
sult of any currént event. The 
collector who goes in for a cover 
collection of the present war will 
find many strange and unexplain- 
able covers as he builds his col- 
lection. 

Of the many we have seen and 
pictured in these columns, one of 
the most unusual is a cover from 
Mr. Peter Van Leeuwen of Col- 
umbus, Ohio, 

We are not attempting an illus- 
tration for we doubt if all the 
points of interest would show up 
clearly. The cover came on a 
letter from a French sailor in the 
Naval Academy at Casa Blanca, 
It is mailed with a 6c United 
States Air-Mail stamp ofthe cur- 
rent issue. On the stamp we note 
what appears to be printed letters 
“R, F.” which would appear to 
be a surcharge, perhaps to make 
it a French stamp for use of the 
French sailors. That may sound 
like a far fetched idea, but since 
the imprint is not a part of the 
cancellation and appears to be 
printed on the stamp we can think 
of no other explanation, 

At the left of the stamp on the 
envelope is a double lined hand- 
stamped circle with an anchor in 
the center and at top “MARINE 
FRANCAISE” and at bottom 
“SERVICE A LA MER.” This ap- 
pears to be handstamped in blue. 

Overlapping this handstamp 
and also on the 6c Air Mail stamp 
are two other postal cancellations, 
both identical and both in black, 
These are a circle around the in- 
side top line of which is the words 
“POSTE NAVALE.” Below this is 
a star, then in two lines is the 
date ‘‘16-6/44.” One cancel is di- 
rectly on the stamp, the other 
overlapping the blue handstamp 
cancel, Near the left edge of the 
envelope is one of the typical 
elliptical cancellations so common 
on old French covers. This is so 
indistinct that we can not deciph- 
er the wording. This same can- 
cellation is also on the back of 
the cover. The censors tape is a 
paper with the word “CON- 
TROLE” in a single lined box. 
The cover is addressed to Wash- 
ington, D. C. and is indeed one 
that will tax the ingenuity of the

The Warren J. Brodie 
Collection To Be Sold 
At Vahan Mozian Auction 





Among the important collec- 
tions to be sold this Fall via the 
auction market is the collection 
of Warren J. Brodie of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. It is probably one 
of the oldest collections in the 
United States, being started as 
early as 1890. Mr. Brodie join- 
ed the Garfield-Perry Club in 
1892 and has continued his mem- 
bership ever since. He is also a 
member of the American Phila- 
telic Society with the low num- 
ber of 487. 

Mr. Brodie was born in New 
York State and came to Cleve- 
land in 1889. He was Secretary 
to L. H. Severance, Treasurer 
of the Standard Oil Co. Of course 
he was to come in contact with 
John D. Rockefeller—in fact he 
saw him quite often. Rockefeller 
usually spent his summers at For- 
est Hill estate... One of Brodie’s 
duties was to deliver important 
and confidential messages to Mr. 
Rockefeller. He usually made the 
trip. on his bicycle, and onjene 
of these trips Rockefeller remark- 
ed to Brodie “I wish I could ride 
one of those things. It would 
help me getting around on the 
golf course.” “Sure you can ride 
one. I will teach you,” replied 
Brodie. So the next time Brodie 
made the trip he rented a tan- 
dem. He put John on the front 
seat, gave him a few instructions, 
got on behind and pushed off. 
Soon they were riding around the 
grounds and John D. was doing 
all the work. 

On another occasion when Bro- 
die saw Rockefeller the latter 
pulled a vest pocket memo book 
out of his pocket and remarked— 
“Warren, I see you have’ been 
buying some more Standard Oil 
stock. That’s right—you buy all 
you can. It’s going to be good 
some day.” It seems Rockefeller 
made a note of everyone purchas- 
ing Standard Oil stock. However, 
Brodie was a thrifty Scotchman 
and needed no coaching. Yes, the 
stock was good. 

When Mr. Severance retired 
from the Standard Oil Co. in 1910 
and established an office in the 


Let’s Tell About America 
By Use Of Illustrative 
Post Office Cancellation 


The incentive for this bit of 
copy.is a letter from Mr. Walter 
C. Brink of Genesee Depot, Wis- 
consin, He encloses a_ clipping 
from the Milwaukee Sentinel 
which we reprint as follows: 

“IDEA 

“Why should postoffice 
cancellation stamps be all the 
same in form? Why couldn’t 
each city have a distinctive 
cancellation stamp? For ex- 


ample New York's stamp 
would include a picture of 
Father Knickerbocker, the 


Empire State Building or a 

sketch of Manhattan’s skyline. 

Philadelphia’s stamp would 

have a picture of the Liberty 

Bell; Brooklyn’s stamp, a 

sketch of the Brooklyn 

Bridge;.Atlantie City’s stamp, 

a piece of salt water taffy: 

Cheyenne‘s, a bucking bronco, 

etc.” 

Although printed in the Sen- 
tinel with the caption “IDEA,” 
it is by no means a new idea but 
ideas appeal to us and we believe 
might become a very valuable 
and worthy idea for propoganda 
for America and more particular- 
ly for the great towns and cities 
of America. 

Collectors of stamps are familiar 
with the early cancellations of 
many varieties which are identi- 
fied with a great many cities of 
the country. These however were 
not of the type that would adver- 
tise or publicize a city or town for 
the reason that there was seldom 
any connection between the pic- 
ture in the cancel or the town 
from which it came yet collectors 
have identified many of those old 
cancellations as form certain cit- 
ies or towns. 

In tater years we have often 
seen our Postoffice Department 
issue for use a special cancella- 
tion for some of the large exposi- 
tions and for other events even 
so small as a Stamp Society Con- 
vention. Now and then a State 
Fair has been marked by a spec- 
cial postal cancellation. 

The idea as expressed in the 
clipping from the Sentinel goes a 
bit farther than the Department 
has yet gone and would seem 
to be a very splendid and well 
worth while though for full con- 
sideration. 

Perhaps the closest we come to 
any such form or style of postal 
cancellation is the variety of slugs 
which are supplied by the users 
of the Meter machines. In strictly 
stamp circles, the earlier Pre- 
canceled stamps were splendid 
examples of city cancellations in 
many instances. 

Collection of the very distinc- 
tive early Precancel prints would 
be a very attractive and worth 
while collection for any stamp 
collector whether interested in 





precancels or otherwise.

Selecting the one he 
thought was the better time piece, 
he offered the other one to the 
Garfield-Perry Club member who 
exhibited the best U. S. collec- 
tion during the year. The watch 
was won by W. H. Buerger. The 
writer knew Mr. Buerger and as- 
certained from him that he still 
had the watch and it was still 
keeping good time. The watch

splendid way to mark our cities

THOUGHTS WHILE WRITING

I can always ask deal- 
ers what they think, but they’re 
dealers and this is a collectors col- 
umn and should reflect the opin- 
ion of other collectors, Won’t you 
sit down and drop me a penny 
post card care of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News, Sidney, Ohio and 
tell me you’ll let me write you for 
your opinion on subjects as they 
arise. Do it now, and thank you.. 
..Wouldn’t it be wonderful if 
stamp collectors had one organi- 
zation that was so important and 
did such fine work for our hobby 
that we would beg to be admitted 
....Such an organization could 
bring sufficient pressure upon the 
post office to aid and not deter 
collectors....Such an organization 
could insist upon and get philatel- 
ic cancellations even if Mr. Slick 
Paper doesn’t think it is necessary 
....-Such an organization could 
induce collectors to sell their vast 
supply of U. S. mint stamps so 
that the over-issued three cent 
commems, and even some of the 
two centers would start to mean 
something in the price lists.... 
Maybe then all the philatelic 
papers would sit down to a round 
table and start to co-operate with 
one another instead of pulling dif- 
ferent ways, because while most 
of them agree, one or two and 
especially one, keeps its nose in 
the air and the nose is so high 
the altitude has the editor dizzy 
....-Maybe then the voice of col- 
lectors would be heard when cer- 
tain columnists decide that the 
stamps they own are “the coming 
thing” and unload them on_un- 
suspecting collectors who believe 
everything they read....Such an 
organization could make possible 
a stamp museum located in a met- 
ropolitan ‘center (not New York) 
where collectors and dealers could 
gaze upon specialized collections 
that now see the light of day only 
when there is an exhibition that 
lasts a day or two.

If he reads your message, he may be im- 
pelled to write you a letter, thus a contact is established with an 
interested ».arty who proposes to become a customer, From that 
point it is up to the advertiser to make a real customer out of that 
person. 


There are various ways of making an appeal through advertising 
space. One simple way is the use of large space which in itself at- 
tracts and commands attention. A fine example of this is the use of 
a page each month by George Wentz. Last week we had a page 
from Mr. K. Bileski, but he went further than the use of a page, 
he presented a new thought in his copy which if followed up will 
result in a new field for him. This is certain to be copied by other 
dealers for it is a natural division in our hobby. If you did not 
read that page advertisement last week, look it up and read it now. 

Other full pages in prospect are the full page auction of the 
Washington Stamp Exchange. This Company ran a full page auc- 
tion in the past summer and had splendid results from it. They should 
have even better results at this season of the year. 

Another full page is coming up for cover collectors. Paul F. 
Goldstein of Brooklyn is to offer a full page of fine covers for all 
collectors. Just watch for this page and see what a splendid line of 
covers are offered. 

Other advertisements with unusual and novel appeal are the 
offerings of the Elm Stamp Co., of Atlanta, Ga. They have taken 
the well known “Book of the Month Club” and offer “Stamps of the 
Month.” They report excellent results from the space they have 
used and tell us that Linn’s Weekly is far out pulling other papers 
they have used. 

Give thought to the preparation of your advertising copy and 
you will attract the better ana more thoughful collector, for they ap-

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The National Aviation 
Commems Of Bolivia 


On September 23, 1924 the Re- 
public of Bolivia issued a set of 
seven stamps to commemorate 
the founding of the National 
School of Aviation to train avia- 
tors for the army. It is a beautiful 
series engraved and printed by 
Perkins, Bacon & Co., Ltd. of 
London. The stamps quite ap- 
propriately bear pictures of planes 
and aviators, There are two types: 
one for the centavo and one for 
the boliviano denominations, 
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This issue has unfortunately 
been the subject of a most serious 
error in cataloguing. It appears 
that the editor of the Scott cata- 
logue belived the stamps to have 
been issued for use on air mail 
because of the illustrations and 
catalogued them as such. But the 
listing is absurd since at the time 
these stamps were issued there 
existed no air mail in Bolivia and 
there was no reason for issuing 
air mail stamps! 

Later, when the Scott editor 
discovered his error, it would 
seem, it was too inconvenient to 
correct not only the catalogue but 
also the printed albums. The 
stamps, therefore, continue to be 
listed as air mail stamps. How- 
ever, the editor inserted a note 
which reads: “These stamps were 
available for ofdinary postage un- 
til flight routes were established.” 
This sentence on its face is cor- 
rect because the Aviation Com- 
memoratives as well as all cur- 
rent Bolivian stamps were avail- 
able for the payment of the air 
mail fee when the air service was 
started in August 1925. But, of 
course, the statement is very mis- 
leading as it gives the impression 
that the government issued these 
stamps for air mail and since 
there was no air mail at the time 
of issue they were to be used on 
ordinary mail until the air mail 
should be established, This im- 
pression is quite erroneous. 

It is interesting to note that the 
foreign catalogues—Gibbons, 
Yvert and Tellier, and Michel— 
all list the stamps in question as 
ordinary postage stamps. 

This error was, of course, ab- 
sorbed by the Sanabria catalogue 
when the Scott Airpost Catalogue 
was taken over by that publisher. 
Copies of the National Aviation 
Commemoratives are being offer- 
ed in the market in imperforate 
condition, These are probably 
plate proofs which got into phil- 
atelic hands when the firm of 
Perkins, Bacon and Co., Ltd., was 
dissolved and their private refer- 
ence collection was sold to a Brit- 
tish dealer. There also exist copies
